The Maroons ended their 1972 season with a record of 5-4. How- 
ever, this record did not clearly represent the true talent of this 
team. Even when the Maroons weren t winning a game they were 
still furnishing the fans with an exciting contest. Such was the 
case when Moline lost three hard-fought battles by a total of eight 
points in the middle of their season. Shunning these defeats the 
Maroons came on strong to finish their season with impressive 
victories over Alleman and Dixon.

Adding several new programs, the Math department implemented 
two new experimental classes in Plane Geometry. One class used 
an inquiry approach while the other used transformational geom- 
etry. In addition, two new courses, Introductory Algebra and 
Modern Mathematic Machines, were introduced into the curricu- 
lum.
